THE  U.S.  YOUTH  GAMES:  A  TRADITION  FOR  25  YEARS 


The  U.S.  Youth  Games  has  been  an  anchor  for  Boston's  recre- 
ational programs  for  the  past  25  years,  and  has  helped  shape 
collegiate  and  professional  athletic  careers  for  hundreds  of  Boston's 
youth. 

One  of  three  cities  to  originally  participate  in  the  Youth 
Games,  Boston  now  competes  with  thirteen  other  cities,  includ- 
ing New  York,  Baltimore,  Birmingham,  Columbia,  East  Orange, 
Newark,  New  Haven,  Paterson,  Richmond,  Washington  D.C., 
Philadelphia,  Atlanta  and  New  Orleans. 


track  and  field.  These  athletes  travel  to  Atlanta,  Georgia  to 
compete  against  the  best  athletes  from  other  Youth  Games  cities. 

For  many  young  athletes  the  U.S.  Youth  games  is  their 
first  taste  of  disciplined  competition.  During  pretrial  clinics, 
coaches  and  athletes  speak  about  professional  sports  and  the 
importance  of  higher  education.  Some  of  these  kids  will  depend 
on  their  athletic  ability  to  attend  college. 

"My  hope  is  that  these  kids  will  return  to  a  college 
campus  after  their  experience  in  the  U.S.  Youth  Games,  possibly

Thousands  of  youth  will  gather  on  the  Boston  Harbor 
Campus  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  on  Sunday,  May  19 
at  noon,  to  try  out  for  this  year's  team.  Eligible  to  compete  are 
youth,  ages  9  to  15,  from  Boston  and  26  surrounding  cities  and 
towns  (Residents  from  Arlington,  Belmont,  Braintree,  Brookline, 
Cambridge,  Canton,  Chelsea,  Dedham,  Everett,  Hingham, 
Maiden,  Medford,  Melrose,  Milton,  Needham,  Newton,  Quincy, 
Randolph,  Revere,  Saugus,  Somerville,  Waltham,  Watertown, 
Westwood,  Weymouth  and  Winthrop  are  eligible  for  Boston's 
team.)  At  the  end  of  the  day  78  athletes  are  selected  to  represent 
Boston  in  swimming,  tennis,  bowling,  volleyball,  basketball  and 


through  an  athletic  scholarship  created  by  this  opportunity,"  said 
Barbara  Hamilton,  Parks  Department  Youth  Games  coordinator. 

This  is  the  third  year  that  preliminary  trials  will  be  held 
at  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  Thanks  to  the  support  of 
Charlie  Titus,  U.  Mass.  Athletic  Director,  those  who  try  out  for 
the  Youth  Games  get  the  benefits  of  professional  facilities  and 
a  collegiate  atmosphere. 

Kito  Robinson,  a  thirteen  year-old  from  Brookline  who 
made  the  nationals  last  year  in  tennis,  said  she  felt  like  she  was 
in  the  Olympics.  "But  this  is  a  goal  you  can  reach;  everyone  can't 
get  into  the  Olympics,"  she  said.

The  same  excitement  generated  during  the  finals  is 
present  at  the  local  trials.  Nervous  energy  promotes  camaraderie 
that  allows  boys  and  girls  who  have  never  met  to  become 
teammates.  As  family  and  friends  watch  and  cheer,  the  young 
athletes  focus  their  minds  and  bodies  on  their  own  sport  in  hopes 
of  qualifying  for  the  team. 

The  host  city  for  this  year's  national  championships, 
August  5- 1 1 ,  is  Atlanta,  Georgia.  Participating  youths  are  housed 
at  Morehouse  and 
Spellman  Col- 
leges, where  most 
of  the  activities 
occur.  While  not 
engaged  in  com- 
petition, the  ath- 
letes have  a 
chance  to  tour  the 
city  and  view  its 
rich  heritage.

pairs  to  establish  rapport  with  a  partner. 

After  weeks  of  hard  work,  the  78  finalists,  their 
coaches  and  chaperones  travel  to  the  finals.  The  stakes  are  much 
greater  competing  with  the  best  young  athletes  from  around  the 
country.  But,  says  Kito  Robinson,  "The  support  from  the  other 
people  on  my  team  helps  to  keep  the  pressure  down." 


Participating  in  the  Youth  Games  was  also  a  learning 
experience  for  Tommy  DeCarlo,  a  fourteen  year-old  bowler  from 
Dorchester  who  placed  4th  in  his  division  in  the  nationals  last 
year.  The  experience  nurtures  a  love  for  competition  among 
many  of  the  participants,  and  promotes  a  sense  of  teamwork, 
discipline  and  sportsmanship.
